The author of the report'.Amado 
Y. Cabezas， director of the 
Human Services Research of Asian 
Inc.，located in San Francisco， 
asSserts that most Asian American 
Workers， both non-professional 
andprofessional, might fare better 
in their present job status 让 they 
understood the social mechanics of 
the American way of life.

This 
is a fact,. The report shows What 
kindqs of jobs_ are a result of the 
investinents they:havemnade.

“It _ deals specifically with the 
large .private industries,， said 
“because they comprise 
the core of the American economic 
system . . . and.account for four- 
fifths of all 本 07 二 en in the 
target area.… 

The San Francisco Bay Area 
was chosen for the study because 
of its large population of Asian 
Americans， numbering ”about 
250,000 and covers geographically 
the countries of Alameda，Coiitra 
Costa,， Marin， San Francisco， 
Oakland and San Mateo.， The 
Teport js conclusive in that it takes 
into regard the second and third 


.generation, as Well as the recently 


arrived immigrants，from China 


- and the Philippines. 


PRECLUDED 

The report reveals essentially : 

@ Asians are below Pparity as 
managers in idustries，such .as 
food products,， Ai Transportation 
and Insurance. 

e@ Role discrimination deters 
promotions for . many Asian 
American employees though they 


are quajified. 

e@ Asians are found to be 
Precluded in substantial propor- 
tions as salespersons in industries 
such as the wholesale trade of 
motor vehicles，Metals，Electrical 
goods，Machinery， 了 Drugs，Gro- 
ceries and Chemicals，casting the 
notion that Asian Americans 
perhaps can mnot augment or 
conitribtute to the sales profit of 
large compamnies and that they can 
not excel in sales work where the 
image of thecompany is involved. 

eLarge iiumbers ”of Asian 
females are found in the ranks of 
clerical work :and comprise a 


substantial Dortion of the lowei- ， 


tier of the corporate social order 
rather than the upper tier，where 
decision-making managerial posi- 
tions and _ correspondingly lucra- 
tive salaries can be found， These 
types of workers face restricted 
Upward mobility， 

- @ Asian females are found only 
as _clerical workers in industries 


such as the FoodProducts, Printing  . 


and Pubjlishing，Machinery，Rail- 
road2 TranspOrtaftiony Water 
TransDortation， Legai- Services， 
Engineering and ” Architectural 
Services and .thereby artificially 
Iaising the. labor saupply and 
lowering their wages. 


_ 工 he report .doesn't，however， 
refute claims that Asian Americans 
are not doing well 记 white collar 
prestige occupations OF the 
contrary， they can be found 
among the ranks of engineers， 
architects，doctors，business- 
men and attorneys， The problem 
according to Cabezas is that once 
they hurdle the lower tier and 
become settled in theirprofessions， 


Promotions dont come as fre-， 


duently as they apparently do for 
their white counterparts.

Image is an intrinsic Part of the 
professional business world，one 
that could propel you to the top or 
leave you languishing in anony- 
mity for.many years. The report 
bears out that Asian Americans， in 
the employers eyes, don't possess a 


marketabjle image.

Their 
data for evaluating People 这 
limited,”said Cabezas. “TIo the 
businessman，there is no profit 
incentive in analyzing the unique 
characteristics _ and contributions 
of Asian American workers.

匡 ducation， however， is still 
highly sought among Asian Amer- 
icans, according to the report. The 
educational attainment reading of 
the “1970 Census data for 
California where approximately 
40 per cent of all.Asians reside， 
shows that ”Asian American 
females and males in the age range 
of 16-64 equal or surpass the 
educational attainments of many 
whites. That census showed only 
Filipino males between the ages of 
45-64，the Middle-aged Chinese 
females and elderly as being less 
educated. 

_Moreover, Filipinos in the cities 
of New York and Chicago have 
displayed a higher educational 
attainmernt level， according to the 
report， than Filipinos in San 


Francisco and Los Angeles. (16.1 
years of education for Filipinos in 
New York and 16.5 in Chicago).

IE was with great disappointment that I read a recent article 
entitled，“Racism By Any Other Name”by U.S$.9Senator .3. 工 . 
Hayakawa. In his attempt to equate Affirmative Action with racism， 
he conveniently sidestepped the real issue of the history and continuing 
abuses of minorities and how to rectify these injustices. 

The Senator is absolutely correct in his assessment that “- . -we must 
be blind to color and sex and creed and national origin in our business 
dealings with each other.” Honestly，however，has this process 
Occurred? 

The above-mentioned article gives the example of a black woman 
hired for a secretarial position who wonders 二 she was selected om the 
basis of her qualifications or because she is black. I assert that a more 
common picture is of a black being denied employment because of 
color. 

Just recently, an Asian American cautioned me never to hire blacks， 
never to trust them，and never to work with them 一 not even my 
black legislative colleagues， This person also expressed no mneed for 
Affirmative Action，saying that people can be treated equitably 
without 这. | 

The Senator calls for equal treatment, However, it is one thing to be 
blind to differences and to treat people on merit, but quite another to 


”be blind to the fact that without a conscious and concerted effort 一 


call it Affirmative Action 一 we are influenced by differences. 工 know 
of a _ current case where a Japanese-American working ip Caljifornia 
government retained an attorney after her supervisor allegeqly 


attempted to force her from her job. Her assigned work hours were 


eiratic and reduced to the point whereit was difficult to make a living， 
and she was subjected to verbal ridicule with names like “The Enemy 


and“9Old Slant 了 yes.” 


Anyone who believes that there are neither negative stereotypes nor 
鹿 feelings toward many of our minorities is either naive or has known 
only good fortune. It is unfair and irresponsible for those of us who 
have fared well to claim that any minority can achieve these same 
heights of success 二 he or she tries hard enough. 

Further，such comments from minority inqividuals in jeadership 
roles demonstrate blatant disregard for the future of those 到 ho are 
struggling. Their words are capitalized Uponm by the dominant society 
which does not wish to appear “anti-Affirmative Action;, but'is more 
than delighted tojlet a minority carry its banmner. 

Whether or not they support Affirmative Action，many successful 
minority people have benefited in one way or another by such 
Programs. Even one of our California minority legislators who has 
come out recently for Bakke and against Affirmative Action has a chjld 
who ”entered University of California graduate studies inder 
Affirmative Action. 

工 am the first to acknowledge that some programs have been poorly 


structured both in concept and in practice. There are many examples 


where quotas have been used or more weight given to a person s color 
than to qualifications. Does it follow that all Affirmative Action is 
racist and should beeliminated? 

The other day someone called me to discuss a questionable hiring 
practice. Apparentlya woman had interviewed for a position with the 


University of Cajlifornia and was told that she would be contacted with ， 


the results of the interview. After waiting some time，she decided to 
-call them. The person with whom she spoke noted that her surname is 
the same as one of the buildqingson campus and asked 证 there were any 
relationship. The questioner was told that the applicant is married to 
the grandson of the building's namesake. The next day， the woman 
received the job- 

Shortly after news of the Bakke case，which aljeges tbhat minority 
students at the University of California at Davis Medical School were 
given preferential treatment over Bakke，the Eos Angeles Times 
carried another story on admissions at the UCD campus. In the latter 
instance, it was reported that children of prominent individiials and 
legislators had received preferential consideration for admissiomns:

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The general Dicture of Asian- 
Americans in the job market is 
that they are doing fairly well. 
The fact that 50 per cent of the 
Asians in the United States reside 
in four metropolitan areas 一 San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, New York 
and Chicago lends credence to this 
viewpoint， But actually it is a 
misleading picture of the under- 
employment Problem Prevalent 
among Asian-Americans，accord- 
ing to the report. 

CUMULATIVE 

Acting as another false indicator 
in the labor force reports，is the 
cumulative family income total， 
which again paints a Picture of 
modest affluence on the part of 
Asian American families. Such 
studies fail to take into considera- 
tion the traditional ideology of the 
extended family. 

On a per capita income，the 
Situation is indicative and crystal- 
jzes the true socio-economic status 
of theAsian American individual. 
Many members of this extended 
family are，accordqding to Cabezas， 
underemployed，usually working 
as clerical workers or sales girls. 

Many young women, according 
to _ Henry Der of CAA，graduate 
人 fom college only to find they 
cannot find work commensurate 
with . their educational attain- 
ment and are often relegated to 
Secretarial Work. “We .get cases 
Upon cases of women who start 
their careers this way. TI am mot 
down on secretarial work，bnut 
those who are better educated 
should be able to find good jobs.”

To many acquainted with bim， 
personally or through his writings， 
Professor Wei-ming Tu of the 
History Department of the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley has 
been a constant source of insight 
and inspiration on issues coOncern- 
ing Chinese culture and contem- 
porary human situations。 Vith a 
life experience that Spans from 
wartime Kunming in China，to 
graduate studies at Harvard，and 
with an intellectual :range that 
encompasses such specialized sub- 
jects as Ming Neo-Confucianist 
WwWFIitings to_ broad concerns like 
“global consciousness, ”Tu exem- 
plifies the best that is born out of 
interaction between Eastern and 
Western cultures. 

For years，the Chinese Ameri- 
can population in the States has 
suffered from an appalling lack of 
intellectual spokesmen，“ people 
who can articulate our unique 
feelings and Perspectives to a 
broad audience. We have some of 
the finest natural scientists; we 
have scores of doctors，engineers， 
accountants， architects; yet 让 
asked to name some Chinese 
American political theorists，intel- 
lectual historians，Playwrights，or 
Social critics，we would be hard 
put to come up with a list that 
could fill a whole page. 

Such an intellectual void is 
undesirable. We believe it'is time 
that we begin idqentifying the 
emerging voices of some of the 
Chinese Americans who have 
attempted to address the intell- 
ectual cultural issues affectirng us 
DOw. 

In this light we are fortunate to 
have Professor Tu consent to an 
interview with us. The first part 
focuses,' on the more personal side 
of Tus experience, and the second 
on his views of ChineseAmericans. 

Born in Kunming，. China， 
during the Sino-Japanese war，Tu 
Was Iai 记 Taiwan. There， 
beginning in high school and then 
at Tunghai University，he studied 
Confucian philosophy with the 
leading scholars in the field，In 
1962 he came to study at Harvard， 
where he took his doctorate in 
history. After teaching in Taiwan 
-and at Princeton，he came to 
Berkeley in 1971 and has been 
teaching and doing research there 
in Chinese intejlectual history.

I must confess I have exper- 
ienced _ cultural shocks，or，even 
more seriously, at least in the first 
couple of years， a complete 
shaking of the foundations of all 
that 工 had cherished as true and 
beautiful. 

When Ifirst arrived at 
Harvard,，for example, it did not 
take me long to know that what I 
had _ studied and recognized as 
profoundly significant humamnistic 
tradition， namely， 下 astern 
thoughts， were condenined as 
academically illegitimate by some 
of the most prestigious scholars in 
the country.

EUROPEAN REACTIONS 

I .must confess that my 
experience in Europe has been 
extremely limited. Tve been to 
quite a number of countries 
including France，.Cermany， 
Italy，Portugal，Spain，Switzer- 
land， and the Scandinavian 
countries。 But most of my trips 
were relatively short. Although I 
have discussed China with many 
了 uropean scholars both here and 
abroad，I have not yet lectured 
extensively in 了 urope. In fact，my 
associations have been mainly 
with scholars of comPparative phil- 
osophy and comparative religion . 

-However， historically， the 
Europeans have been fascinated 
by China for both cultural and 
philosophical reasons，since the 
time of the Enlightenment in the 
eighteenth，century. Of course， 
frequent contacts between China 
and Europe occurred much 
earjier. The American fascination 
with China，especially undqer the 
SpOonsorship， of the ，so-called 
National Defense Act，was an 
attempt to contain China，under- 
stood in economic and political 
terms.

Rather, [was educated in a family 
that cherished“new values,”and 
Telatively westernized in terms of 
outlooks, expectations, and aspira- 
tions，And in fact my preschool 
education was open and very 
Hexible 一 工 wouldnt say 
permissive, but very flexible. 

My high school .teacher of 
Chinese literature， Mr Chou 
Wen-chieh，selected five of us as 
his out-of-class studemnts, and then， 
in the more traditional sense of the 
word, he selflessly gave us private 
jinstructions. ， . My parents were 
Pleased with the arrangement and 
gave me all the encouragement 
needed，They belonged to the 
Second generation of the May 4th 
Movement era， The kind of 
iconocjastic attitude toward tradi- 
tion was not as strong as 让 had 
been in the previous generation .

Also， 让 should be mentioned 
that one of the leading scholars of 
Confucian philosophy， Monu 
Tsung-san， was at the time 


lecturing at Normal University in 


Taipei，It so happened that Mr. 
Chou, the teacher who introduced 
me to Confucianism，was one of 
Mou Tsung-san's disciples. So II 
Was properly introduced very 
early in my jife (Ithink I was only 
fifteen) to a truly inspiring master 
of the _ Confucian ，tradition , 
Through Mou Tsung-san 工 met 
Tang Chun-i，Hsu Fu-kuan，and 
other outstanding interpreters of 
Confucian thought. 

My early exposure made me feel 
that to study Confucian human- 
jsm Was not to learn a doctrine bnit 
to _pursue a way of life. And in 
college I also hoped that my work 
on Confucianism would lead to a 
comparative appreciation of other 
Spiritual'traditions, TI realized that 
the study of China as a_ cultural 
subject is such that it cannot be 
monopolized by anyone， and 


there is no privileged access to 让 


even for someone who has been 
brought up in Chinese culture， 

TI became acutely aware that 
Taiwan' was not the onljy，and 
certainly not the greatest, place to 
study Chinese culture. The name 
of Kyoto emerged as a very 
powerful symbol. The name of 
Tokyo also_ became attractive. I 
learnedq that Paris was a very 
interesting center of sinological 
learning . . . The other thing that 
hit me very strongly in both 
emotional and intellectual terms 
was that my understanding and 
appreciation of modern China， 
since May 4th of 1919, was limited 
and inadequate.Ireally had never 
studied the popular literature of 
the 1930s and 1940s，even the 
major ， intellectual trends and 
Socio-political events were confus- 
ing to me. The whole period was 
like ablindspot in my training as a 
concerned student of China . . ， 

But my awareness, let alone my 
Understanding， of the ， period 
immediately relevant to my 
existence， Was， at best， Pro- 
grammed. Why wasIin Taiwan? 
What was the true nature of the 
education that TI had received in 
schools ip Taiwan? How was that 


growing up, in Hong Kong, 挝 the 
Peoples Republic，in _ Japan， 还 
了 urope，and of course in the 
United States? 

I think Harvard; in that sense， 
provided me with a great 
opportunity to look at my 
expostre to Chinese studies from a 
global perspective.…. . 

It was in Cambridge that IT was 
exposed for the first time to a 
visual image of daily life in China. 
Felixz Greenes movie on China 
was my first exposure to China ip 
a Sort of de-politicized manner 
becatuse Felix Greene's movie was 
amovie about the Chinese people， 
not about political ideology. Isaw 
it eight times in four days， 


It was also in Cambridge thatI 


became seriously _ involved with 
student organizations. 工 personally 
organized quite a few discussion 
groups. Actually，I think it was 
the first time in Cambridge that 
an open discussion 
Chinese 位 om Hong Kong， 全 om 
Taiwan，and Chinese Americans 
Was organized to confront prob- 
lems of cultural identity 
America, That was in 1964 让 not 
earlier. We discussed and debated 


cultural jife-styles， sex morals，. 


cultural adjustments, and political 
ideology. All these things occur- 
red，of course，long before the 
So-called Tiao Yu-tai movement. 
We were politically concerned but 
not divided. 


IThe majority of the Chinese 


students were outside the main-， 
Stream of political activity。， We 
were painfully well intormed 
about major events in China and 
Taiwan, but we had no idea what 
we could do about 直 .， We felt 
alienated from the scene and, with 
a few notable exceptions，had no 
burning desire to articulate our 
feelings.
